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POSTAL BANKS. 
TO BE PROVIDED 
BY COVERNMENT 


Administration Gill Establishing 
the Banks Is Reported 


to Senate 


MONEY CENTERS OF EAST 
NOT TO GET THE DEPOSITS: 


Provision Made 
Concentration of Funds in 
Those Places---All Money-Or- 
der Postoffices Are Declared 
to Be Postal Savings Deposi- 
tories. 


Washington, January 27.—The pos- 
tal savings bank bill, drafted by Sen- 
ators Carter, Dolliver and Owen, a4 
subcommittee of the committee on 
postoffices and post roads, was per- 
fected today and by Mr. Carter intro- 
duced in the senate. It was referred 
to the postoffice committee and prob- 
ably will be reported back to the sen- 
ate tomorrow. 

The bills originally introduced on 
this subject were considered with 
great care and a large number of 
changes were made. Particular atten- 
tion was given to a scheme to pre- 
vent the concentration of postal de- 
posits in the money centers of the 
east. This objection to the establish- 
ment of postal savings banks has been 
met by a provision allowing banks re- 
ceiving the postal funds for safekeep- 
ing to give indemnity bonds in lieu 
of collateral security, which obviates 
the necessity of banks going to bond 
centers to purchase the securities re- 
quired by the government. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The bill provides that there shall 
be established a system of postal sav- 
ings depositories under the super- 
vision and direction of a board of 
trustees, consisting of the secretary 
of the treasury. the postmaster gen- 
eral and the attorney general acting 
ex-officio. 

Tits board is authorized to make all 
regulations governing the  reoeipt, 
transmission, cuStody, investments and 
repayments of moneys deposited with 
the pOstal savings banks. The board 
is réquired to report to congress at 
the beginning of each regular session 
deposits in each state and territory, 
the aggregate amount of deposits and 
the aggregate withdrawals, the 
amount of extra expense incident to 
the postal savings bank system. 

All postoffices of a class authorized 
to issue momey orders and such others 
as the postmaster general may desig- 
nate, are declared to be postal sav- 
ings depositories. They are to re- 
ceive deposits from the public and 
are to be kept open for the transac- 
tion of business every day, Sundays 
and legal holidays excepted, during 
the usuual postoffice busines hours 
of the town or locality where the de- 
positories are located. . 

May Limit Number of Depositories. 

It is provided, however, that the 
postmaster general may limit at first 
the number of depositories to money 
order offices of the first, second and 
third classes and extend the system 
thereafter as rapidly as practicable. 
women in their own names and free 
tal bank by any person of the age of 
ten years or over and by married 
women in their wn names and free 
from any control or interference by 
their husbands. No person will be per- 
mitted to have more than one account. 

An account cannot be opened for 
less than one do!lar and no more than 
$100 can be deposited in any one cal- 
endar month. Al) deposits must be 
in multiples of one dollar, but in or- 
der that smaller amounts may be ac- 
cumulated for deposit, savings cards 
will be issued and ten per cent pos- 
tal savings stamps sold. When these 
cards and attached stamps show an in- 
vestment of $1 or multiples thereof, 
théy will be received as deposits.

Heven Men Are Indicted for 


Bold Conspiracy to Oe- 
fraud, Chicago 


MANY OF ACCUSED MER 
ARE EMPLOYED GY CITY 


McGovern, Wealthy Contrac- 
tor, Seems to Have Had a 
“Pull” on Ten Chicago Offi- 
cials Who Aided in Scheme 
of Stealing Money of Tax- 
payers. | 


Chicago, January 27.—Paul Redie<- 
ske, who recently resigned as a depu- 
ty commissioner of public works; 
Michael H. McGovern, a wealthy con- 
tractor, who has had many big city 
contracts, and nine other men who 
are city officials or employees of Mc- 
Govern, were indicted by the county 
grand jury today. The men are 
charged with a conspiracy to defraud 
the city of $254,000, according to the 
true bills. 

Indictment a Surprise. 

The indictment on this charge came 
as a complete surprise, as it was be- 
lieved that the alleged frauds in- 
volved only about $45,000 in the so- 
called “shale rock” scandal. 

The men indicted, besides Redieske 
and McGovern were: 

Otto Niehoff, secretary to McGov- 
ern; Max Landguth, former superin- 
tendent for McGovern; George Moore, 
a foreman for McGovern; Ralph Bon- 
nell, former assistant city engineer; 
John C. Parks, assistant city engineer; 
Robert Green, a foreman for McGov- 
ern: Richard Burke, John MeNichols 
and Joseph Maher. city inspectors in 
engineer's department. 

The Indicted men are specifically ac- 
cused of capspiring to defraud the chy 
by laying one-sixth of the concrete 
and brick work called for in the cBh- 
tract for. the construction of section 
N..of the Lawrence avenue terminal. 

Censpired to Get $250,000. 

The Merriam commission, which has 
been investigating municipal expendi- 
tures, brought out the fact that the 
city had been charged about $45,000 for 
the cutting out of “shaie rock” in sec- 
tion D of the tunnel. The “shale rock” 
proved to’ be only hard clay. 

Evidence concerning the alleged 
$250,000 fraud upon which the indict- 
ment was based, was not brought out 
by the commission. _In the indictment 
the men are charged with conspiring 
to obtain nine warrants for the pay- 
ment of $254,000 by the city of Chicago. 

The last payment on the quarter- 
contract for the Law- 
rence avenue tunnel or sewer was 
made by the city on July 19, 1909. 

Redieske displayed little emotion 
when he was told he had been indicted, 
an@ shortly after furnished the $20,000 
bail required from him. McGovern 
was also held in $20,000 bond, while 
the others were placed at $5,000 each. 
McGovern announced that he would 
furnish the bonds tomorrow.

Threats by Four Jurors. 

Concerning the present action, it is 
said that there would have been none 
had the four dissatisfied jurymen not 
sought the aid of Judge Landis. This 
quartet, it is said, was willing to in- 
dict the packers in December, 1908, 
and finally became so indignant over 
the increasing price of meat that they 
informed Judge Landis that they 
thought it wags .time for the govern- 
ment to begin another action. 

The report of the four jurors alleged 
that there was ufficlent evidence sub- 
mitted to the 1908 grand jury to war- 
rant true bills, and that in the face 
of this there was a sudden apathy 
on the part of those behind the prose- 
cution. They also said that if the in-

Judge Fite’s Statement. 

Judge Fite’s statement in full 
low 8: 

“I regret the decision very much. I! 
think it is unfounded in law and will 
do great harm, but I am not surprised, 
as I‘ was convinced upon the trial of 
the case before Judge Newman what 
his decision would be, though I had 
‘been led to believe to the contrary, 
when I surrendered Stegall.

the books of depositors once in each 
year. NO persoqg will be allowed to 
have a balance in a postal bank in 
excess of $500, exclusive of accumulat- 
ed interest. 

Where Funds Are to be Deposited. 

Funds received by postal savings 
banks are to be deposited in any so!- 
vent bank or banks, subject to public 
supervision and examination, in the 
state or territory and as nearly as 
practicable in the immediate neighbor- 
hood in which the funds are received 
at a rate of interest not less than 
2 1-4 per cent. 

The deposits are to be distributed 
among the local banks on basis of 
their capital and surplus, and the 
banks may give indemnity bonds to 
insure the safety and prompt repay- 
ment of deposits. At its option, any 
bank may deposit collateral securities 
subject to the approval of the board. 
In the event that banks refuse to re- 
ceive postal deposits on the terms pre- 
scribed, the funds may be deposited 
with the treasurer of the United 
States. 

Provision is made for the mainie- 
nance of a reserve fund not more in 
amount than ten per cent of the total 
funds deposited. Interest and profits 
accruing from deposits or investment 
of postal savings are to be applied 
to the payment of expenses of admin- 
istration and any excess is to be cov- 
ered into the treasury as a part of 
postal revenues. 

All statutes relating to the i safe 
keeping of another proper accounting 
for public moneys are made applicable 
to such funds, and the postmaster- 
general may require postmasters or 
their assistants to give any additional 
bonds deemed necessary.

No Americans are reported injured.

Americans generaily reside in the 
neighborhood of the Rue  l'Etoile, 
the highest portion of the city. 

The boulevard life of the Gay Paris- 
lan has been suddenly silenced. Most 
of the music halls remain open, but 
they are deserted. A hushed multitude 
sits in front of the boulevard cafes. 

At a special meeting tonight the 
board of health drew up instructions 
for the prevention of an epidemic. The 
board especially insists that none of 
the flooded houses must be reoccupied 
until they have been thoroughly disin- 
fected, and the bedding and clothing, 
which have been contaminated by flood 
waters, burned. 

The board announced that there were 
304,000 cubic meters in the reservoirs, 
enough for.several days, and, therefore, 
there was little fear of a water famine.

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LOOSE COINS 


ARE BARRED 


FROM RURAL MAIL BOXES 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 27.—(Special.; 
On the ground that the abuse of the 
privilege grown so great as 
make it upon 
letter carriers and cause 
delivery of the mail, the postoffice de- 
partment has issued an order that 
after February 15 rural carriers will 
not be required #80 lift loose coin 
placed in rural mail boxes for stamps 
and money orders. 

When this concession was granted 
to patrons of rural routes, the depart- 
coins be placed 
in envelopes or put in eoin boxes, or 
wrapped in paper, so that they might 
be taken out easily. But it seems this 
has not been done, and carriers are 
required to fish out pennies in the bot- 
tom of the box. In cold weather the 
carrier must remove his gloves, and 
this is a nuisance, and causes loss of 
time. 

Instancing the extent to which the 
abuse has grown, records of the de- 
partment show where as many as 199 
l-cent coins have been collected from 
boxes by a carrier on a single trip, and 
thirty-eight coins have been taken 
from a single box at one time for as 
many post cards. 

Complaints against the practice are 
general, and from reports which 
have been received and estimates 
based thereon the rural letter cariers 
throughout the country are required 
to take from boxes in the course of 
a year the tremendous total of 800,- 
000,000 t-cent coins. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Dé@Graw, in referring to the mat- 
ter, said that the department had been 
using every endeavor possible to in- 
duce patrons to cease the practice, and 
either to provide themselves with 
stamps or stamped envelopes in ad- 
vance of their needs, to equip their 
boxes with coin-holding devices, or to 
place coins in envelopés or wrap them 
in paper, so that they could be easily 
and quickly collected -by carriers. The 
success of these efforts, while marked 
in some localities, has been indiffer- 
ent or neglible in others. 

“The unavoidable hardships and suf- 
fering,” added Mr. DeGraw, “which 
rural letter carriers are called upon 
to endure in the colder climates are

FATE OF THE CORPORATION TAX. 


It will be a matter of only a month or six weeks before the fate of the 
national corporation tax is known. 

Several suits involving the constitutionality of the tax are now 
before the supreme court of the United States or on their way there. 

A case from Vermont was the first to arrive, and it is pretty well 
assured that the supreme court will make it the basis for the determination 
of the validity of the law. 

The decision in the lower court. in this case was in favor of the gov- 
ernment; a demurrer to a suit for injunction against the enforcement of 
the law was sustained. , 

But this was a mere matter of formality ; similarly, United States Judge 
Kohlisatt, in Chicago, decided against the constitutionality of the tax in two 
suits brought before him, and appeals in these cases are also on their 
way to the supreme court in Washington. 

The real battle over the law imposing a tax upon the incomes of cor- 
porations will take place in the national capitol, and the decision of the 
court will be final. It is predicted that the decision in the Vermont case 
will be forthcoming about March 1. 

Naturally, with important government as well as private business inter- 
ests at stake in this case, it will be given the right-of-way, and the court's 
determination of it will be forthcoming as speedily as possible. 

The real question for determination is whether mere possession of a 
state charter constitutes sufficient differentiation under the federal consti- 
tution to authorize ti ph to put all corporations into a single taxable 
class.

!organizations ‘and others have persistently demanded that the railroads 
entering Atlanta be required to give the public adequate service in respect 
to publication of railroad schedules, the railroad commission has at last 
adopted an order approving an agreement among the railroads for such 
joint publication. 

The Constitution has persistently contended for this service in behalf 
) of the Atlanta traveling men and the traveling public generally. 

Finally, after the matter had been submitted to the special attorney 
of the railroad commission, who held that it had authority to make this 
requirement, and after the railroads had been informed of this opinion, 
they consented to make joint publication of their arrivals and departures, 
which agreement the commission has made the basis of an order. 

It is altogether a question of adequate and essential service to the 
public; and it remains to be seen whether, under the terms of the order, 
the public is given that service to which it is clearly entitled.

Bond Election Ordinance. 

“Whereas, the city has been redis- 
tricted into ten wards and some of 
the established polling places are re- 
mote from parts of the _ different 
wards; 

“Therefore be it ordained by the 
mayor and general council of the city 
of Atlanta, as follows: 

“Section 1. That additional polling 
places be established in the second, 
third, fifth, sixth, seventh, ninth and 
tenth wards, as follows: In the sec- 
ond ward at or as near as practicable 
to the corner of Ridge avenue and 
Pryor street; in the third ward at or 
as near as practicable to the corner 
of Kast Fair street and the Boule- 
vard: in the fifth ward at or as near 
as practicable to the corner of Chest- 
nut and Kennedy streets; in the sixth 
ward, corner Marietta street and Tab- 
ernacie place; in the seventh ward, 
at or as near as practicable to the 
corner of Gordon street and Lucile 
avenue; in the ninth ward, two new 
polling places are established as fol- 
lows: First, at or near as practicable 
to the corner of Wadley place and 
Edgewood avenue; second, at or as 
near as practicable to the corner of 
East Fair and Leggett streets. 

“In this connection the ordinance 
establishing a voting place for the 
ninth ward at the corner of DeKalb 
and Moreland avenues is amended by 
striking the establishment of said vot- 
ing place therefrom, and that the vot- 
ing .place for the ninth ward shall be 
as above fixed, and the old voting 
place is hereby abolished. In_ the 
tenth ward at or as near as practicable 
to the corner of Glenn and Humphries 
streets. The old voting place being 
located at Tucker or Tucker & Mc- 
Murray's store, at what was formerly 
Oakland City. 

“Sec. 3. That in wards where more 
agers be elected for the second, third, 
fifth, sixth, seventh, ninth and tenth 
wards, who are hereby empowered 
with all the authority and duties im- 
posed by law and existing ordinances 
upon commissioners or managers of 
elections for the city of Atlanta. 

“Sec. 3. That in wards were more 
than one voting place or precinct is 
established, the commissioners or 
managers of elections shall take such 
precautions as may be necessary to 
prevent any*evoter from voting at one 
voting place or precinct after having 
voted at the other, and each voter 
shall satisfy said commissioners or 
managers that he has not voted at 
the other voting place or precinct 
prior to offering his ballot. 

“Sec. 4. That in wards where more 
than one voting place or precinct is 
established, before counting the votes 
that election managers shall meet at 
one or the other voting precincts, as 
may be Bagrese upon by them before- 
hand an compare the registration 
lists and lists of voters to see that 
that no person has voted more than 
once, and, in all cases where they 
discover that a voter has voted more 
than once, one of his votes shall be 
excluded and not counted in the com- 
putation of the result.”

RailroadsAgree and Com- 
mission Issues Order. 


Ali Roads Must Publish All Ar- 
rivals and Departures in “At 
Least One of the Newspapers 
Published in Atlanta,” Begin-' 
ning February 1. 


Based upon an agreement finally 
reached by the railroads entering At~ 
lanta, and of which the railroad cortr 
mission was notified yesterday, that 
body issued an order approving anda 
directing the joint publication of the 
arrivals and departures of all passen- 
ger trains in this city, in “at least one 
of the newspapers published in Atlan- 
ta,” and requiring the publication tv 
be continued in the same newspaper 
for a period of one year. 

This matter has been agitated now 
for a period of nearly two years, nav- 
ing been taken up with the commis- 
sion many months ago by the Atlanta 
Travelers’ Protective Association or- 
ganizations, which adopted resolu. 
tions on the subject, and urged 
that such requirement be made _ as 
this city ample and adequate sched- 
ule service. 

Recently the commission secured 
from Judge James K. Hines, its spe- 
cial counsel, an opinion to the effect 
that it had full power and authorfty 
to require joint publication of sched- 
ules, whereupon the railroads were no- 
tified and asked what they would do 
about it. 

The Commission's Order. 

Finally the railroads reached the 
conclusion that they would make such 
joint publication as, it appears, is in- 
dicated in the! order of the commission, 
and the order approving the agreement 
thus made was adopted as follows:

NEGRO WOMAN MADE 
ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE 


From Bibb County Jail While 
Smallpox Patients Were - 
Being Removed. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., January 
27.—(Special.)—Jailer Andrews and 
Assistant Norton, of Bibb, have been 
seriously put to straits during the 
present month with smalipox in the 
cells of the prison. The strict and 
cautious work of three weeks ago 
stopped the contagion and it was 
thought that there would be little 
more trouble, but last night the offi- 
cers found fresh cases and shifted the 
prisoners again.

ent Compress Companies 


Railroad Commission Holds 
That Compression Is an Inci- 
dent of Transportation, and 
Roads May Have It Done 
Where They Please. ' 


——- 


By a decision rendered yesterday by 
the state railroad commission in what 
is known as the Milledgeville com- 
press case, independent compress com- 
panies are practically put out of bual- 
ness, or are left at the mercy of the 
railroads, who may give them busi- 
ness or not, as they choose. 

The case in question was that of 
Wall & Richardson, of Milledgeville, 
against the Georgia railroad and the 
Central of Georgia, who petitioned the 
commission to issue an order requiring 
these railroad companies to ship al! 
cotton purchased by the plaintiffs 
within certain territory, to the plaint- 
iffs’ compress at Milledgeville, and 
that these railroads be required to 
pay the plaintiffs 8 1-2 cents per 100 
pounds for compression; that the rail- 
roads be required to deliver to the 
plaintiffs for compression al! uncom- 
pressed cotton passing through Muil- 
ledgeville; that wherever the ques- 
tions involved were of an interstate 
nature, they be presented to the inter- 
state commerce commission; that these 
railroads be required to furnish side- 
tracks to their plant, and, finally, that 
the commission prescribe rates on 
“soft’’ or uncompressed cotton to Mil- 
ledgeville and on compressed cotton 
from Milledgeville to Savannah, such 
that they would be allowed from the 
total a compression fee of 8 1-2 cents. 

Petition Is Dented. 

The commission, after having given 
the matter careful attention for some 
months, has denied the various pray- 
ers of the petition, with the exception 
of those. asking for sidetracks, and it 
requires the two railroad companies to 
build such sidetracks, in the event the 
proposed compress its erected. 

But the commission holds that the 
compression of cotton is an incident of 
transportation, and that the railroad 
companies have a right to have cotton 
compressed or not, as they see fit. 

Having that right, it is held that the 
railroad companies have also the right 
to have the cotton compressed wher- 
ever and by whomsoever they wish. 
When cotton is compressed, it is done, 
it is stated, with the consent of the 
owner and for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing its transportation; and when the 
owner gives his consent, it rests with 
the railroad company to have it done 
by whatever company it may select to 
do the work. 

The commision also declines to make 
any differential rates on compressed 
and uncompressed cotton, or to dis- 
turb the existing rates on that prod- 
uct. 

It will be apparent from the fore- 
going that the independent compress 
companies can get onlv what business 
the railroads are willing to give them, 
and if they do not stand in with the 
railroads, they can scarcely expect 
much, if any, of it. 


What the Commission Says. 


After stating the case and 
rious details of it, the 
decision is as follows: 


“After hearing evidence and argu- 
ments and after careful consideration 
of the same and of the questions in- 
volved, the first four prayers of the 
original petition are denied. 

“If the petitioners desire cotton pur- 
chased and owned by them compress- 
ed at their own press in Miiledge- 
ville, or at any other press, they can 
ship it there or elsewhere by giving 
the proper directions, and paying the 
carriers no more than the maximum 
rates for carriage fixed by this com- 
mission. They need no order of this 
commission, we apprehend, for this 
purpose. The commission is without 
power or authority, however, to say 
to the carrier that it must receive 
all cotton purchased by petitioners in 
certain territory and irrespective of 
destinationg haul it to petitioners’ 
press solely for compression, and pay 
petitioners 8 1-2 cents per 100 pounds 
for such compression. 

“The commission is of the opinion 
that compression under existing cus- 
tom i8 ap incident of carriage. It is 
done mainly for the convenience and 
economy of the carrier and at its ex- 
pense when performed in the interior. 

“It is not obligatory on the carrier 
either by statute or as a public duty. 
It is not desired by many purchasers 
of cotton, nor is it dene in this state, 
without the owner’s consent. The car- 
rier is responsible for the cotton while 
in its care. 


May Select Compressor. 


“It seems, therefore, that if the car- 
rier desires cotton tendered it, .as 
such, for convenience or economy com- 
pressed, and secures the consent of the 
owner to compression, that it should 
have the right-.and power to select the 
person or corporation with whom it 
shall contract for such service to it 
alone. Sueh selection and such dis- 
crimination as it may exercise in its 
choice of the party whose services it 
desires, does not, in our opinion, con- 
stitute unlawful discrimination by a 
carrier any more than its choice of a 
manufacturer from whom it would 
buy ratis. 

“If compression be an incident of 
carriage, and a service rendered the 
carrier alone and solely for its benefit, 
and if the carrier desires such service 
and finds a party who is willing to do 
it, if the carrier will bring the cotton 
to his plant (inasmuch as 
cannot be carried to the c@tton), it 
does not seem to us that the custom of 
‘back hauling,’ to reach the nearest, 
or for any reason the desired com- 
press, is in the nature of a rebate to 
the compressor. The railroad in this 
haul is rendering itself, not the com- 
press, a service and we know of no 
law condemning such a practice. fn 
our opinion, such a practice is not 
similar to ‘rebilling.” which is a priv- 
ilewe or advantage given to the ship- 
per. 

“If our conclusions as to the prin- 
ciples involved in this complaint, thus 
very briefly stated, are correct, as to 
intrastate shipments, they would be 
true as to interstate shipments, and 
being so convinced, the commission 
does not feel that it can consistently 
present the complaint to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission as asked 
in the fourth prayer. 


Cannot Enforce Contract. 


“If the respondents agreed as is 
atleged by complainants, to patron- 
ize their compress upon the terns 
and conditions and under the circum- 
stances set forth, and if on the 
strength of such agreements, relying 
thereon and because thereof, com- 
Pplainantg bought site. lumber and 
machinery, therefor and have actually 
expended sums in carrying out their 
part of the agreement or undertaking, 
there mav or may not be a case for 
the courts, This commission. how- 
ever, is without power or authority 
to compel the performance of such 
contracts.

Another Train Wanted on 
Atlanta and Florida Di- 


vision of Southern. 


There is a petition before the rail- 
road commission, filed by the patrons 
of the Atlanta and Florida division of 
the Southern railway, asking it to re- 
quire that road to give them an addi- 
tional train daily into and out of 
Atlanta. 

The request is to the effect that 
trains Nos. 29 and 30, of the Southern 
railway, between Atlanta and Colum- 
bus, be required to run over the At- 
lanta and Florida division between At- 
lanta and Williamson, this branch 
having now but one train a day in 
each direction.

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HOME MISSIONS 
ARE DISCUSSED 


At Convention of Georgia 
Diocese. 


Strong Report Was Made by 
the Committee on Missions. 
Bishop Reese Made Strong 
Appeal to Laymen Upon the 
Subject. 


Americus, Ga., January 27.—(Spe- 
clal)—The diocesan convention accom- 
plished a great deal of routine busi- 
ness today, that of missions being 
prominently at the front. At no 
previous diocesan convention in Geor- 
gia has the spirit of home missfons 
been so thoroughly in evidence as at 
the one now in progress. The mis- 
Sionary spirit dominates all the pro- 
ceedings. There is no division of 
sentiment ag to the necessity and 
importance of this great work and 4 
rising tide of enthusiasm promises to 
bring rich results in increased income, 
in greater personal service on the 
part of laymen of the church and more 
aggressive attitude on part of the 
clergy. 

Strong Report Made. 

The committee on missions, to 
which was referred the report of the 
board of missions, made a strong re- 
port through its chairman, Rev. 
George S. Whitney, of Augusta. It 
recommended the apportionment of 
$3,000 for diocesan missions On the 
same basis as last year. This was 
carried after remarks by many of the 
, delegates and clergy. Bishop tcese 
made a strong appeal to the laymen 
urging the clergy to put the duty of 
contributions and personal service di- 
rectly up to the laymen of their par- 
ishes. 

The disccuraging feature of the 
situation is found in the fact that 
parishes and missions of diocese have 
given but a trifle over $2,000 to dio- 
cesan missions. The total @isburse- 
ments of parishes and organized mis- 
sions of this diocese as reported in the 
Journal of 1909 are $61,432. The $2,000 
given for missions is little over 3 per 
cent of total expenditures. 

The committee recommended that 
payment of this voluntary apportion-’ 
ment be made a primary obligation, a 
debt of honor coming before every 
other class, even In some cases before 
parish obligations. At the close of 
the report the committee introduced 
the following resolution: 

$3,000 for Missions. | 

“Resolved, That the board of mis- | 
sions be authorized to apportion the 
sum of $3,000 for diocesan missions 
On the same basis as last year.”

Prices of Some Stocks Estab-

Than on Tuesday. 

New York, January 27.—The violent 
contortions in 'the*price movements of 
stock which have been the cheracteris- 
tic of the week’s market had another 
illustration today. Yesterday’s sudden 
recovery was wiped out for the most 
part, and prices of some of the prin- 
cipal leading stocks were established 
at lower records than ip the demoral- 
ization ofy Tuesday.
